and it is also true that it is partly filled 
with salt water, and lined with nearly 900 
feet of 4-inch pipe, sank with a view of 
reaching the bottom so that the salt 
water could be pumped out and boring 
resumed. 
Since the enterprise began 


the Stare Brothers have had two crews 
at work doing the drilling. They spent 
money and had bad luck. The promoters 
of the search have stood up manfully to 
face the expense, and while they have 
not been pleased with the result of the 
operatives of alleged experience, they 
have borne with shortcomings and disap 
poiutments, and have even gone so far as 
to pay over 81800 more than the contracts 
called for; and because they aid this the 
last crew made another demand for extra 
cash. This unwarranted demand was the 
last straw for the Stare Brothers. They 
refused to put up, and immediately the 
crew pulled up stakes, boxed up their 
tools, loaded the steam engine and boiler 
on a oar, and all left last week for their 
home in Ohio. 


This is why the gas well looks so lone- 


some to-day with the April wind singing 
through the derrick. 


But notwithstanding the fact that the 


Stare Brothers have thus far sunk $7,000 
in the hole, they have by no means given 
up the enterprise. They hope to interest 
local capital and with the help that 
ought to be given them, go ahead with 
the boring. George Stare has great faith 
in the presence oC natural gas in paying 
quantity beneath Decatur. He is a stayer 
and is not discouraged.

:onsort was a noble looking man, then only 
a hjs 88th year, with <i high arched brow, 
tho higher for his baldness, clear light blue 
lyes, and an expression of serene intellect- 
uality. His son, the Prince of Wales, was a 
unky, shapely lad of 10, with a very soft 
ook, much akin to what the Scotch call 
'luilfdaft." And, in truth, he never was a 
.iright youth. 


The next big occasion was when he brought 


his beautiful Danish bride in public proces- 
sion into London. That was in March, 18U8, 
md, take it all ill all, was by far the greatest 
iiibiic show in England in our time. The 
>rinco had grown more manly in appear- 
ance, though still his long, fair, silky hair 
and thoso liquid eyes of his gave him a some- 
what effeminate look. 
Two or three years 


atcr he grow his beard, and the razor atonca 
went out of fashion. 
To his beard he owes 


.lis undoubted air of dignity. 
Though uis 


nose is a rather prominent aquiline, it con- 
veys no idea of strength. 
It indicates a 


refined taste, inclining the owner to sensuous 
iwtilch need not involve sensual) indulgences. 
Since his narrow escape from the clutches of 
:ho same typhoid fover which killed his 
father, the prince hus increased his weight 
and his baldness, developments which dc- 
cidodly bring the consolatory compensation 
of increased dignity. 
Now, at 47, ho looks 


at bis very best, and his social sway was 
nover so supreme. 


There was a period when Puritanism loudly 


boivalled «ud castigated the solving of wild 
oats by princes, whose misfortune is to live 
so largoly undor the prying public eye. If 
princes wore the only sinners oE this sort 
iociety would be cleaner today than it is, the 
world over. However, the Prince of Wales 
iid many wrong things that were foolish, 
imd many foolish things that were not vary 
wrong, and, as any foolish prince richly de- 
serves, ho paid a smart penalty for his foi- 
lios. It Is an open question how for royalty 
ihould go in patronising popular amuse- 
ments. The social and pecuniary value of 
royal (and presidential and knickerbockor 
and millionaire) patronage is immense. Borne 
hold that as figureheads are highly paid, they 
ought to do something in return. Evidently 
tho Prince of Wales has shared this view, for 


'i* sinco his marriage, a quarter of a cent- 


ury ago, he has carried on the maternal 
business of social sovereignty with a vigor 
ttnd vim which have won him a popularity 
hard to bo understood in America, but which 
may be gauged by the sentiments expressed 
by tho representative. Americans quoted 
above. 


When tho Music hall (which Americans 


call tho Variety theatre) established itself as

indulges to the full to the outdoor sports,-' 
which ore the glory of the English country 
gentleman. His estate m one'-of the most 
varied and picturesque in the kingdom, away 
np in its snug corner; washed: by the waves 
of the North sea. It is stocked with game. 
You are encircled by madcap hares and rab- 
bite every foot of your tramp through its 
miles of bracken, and your presence little dis- 
turbs their frolics. Every rain-ate or so you 
flutter a covey of partridges or pheasants, 
woodcocks or grouse, and there are deer in 
abundance. In other parts ore the pedigree 
herds and flocks, and in well kept inclosures 
roam strange animals of all sorts, acclima- 
tized and quite at home.
